Confaſſional, Mr. Lindſey in his Apolog y 
and Sequel, &c. &c. have clearly proved, 
that the Articles and Liturgy of the 
Church of England contain many things 
that are very erroneous, unſcriptùral, and 
juſtly exceptionable; that there are con- 
ſiderable defects and imperfections in 
them; and that they ſtand in need of a 
careful examination, an impartial review, 
and a thorough reformation. In conſe- 
quence of fuch writings, people's pre- 
judices are in ſome meaſure removed; 
and many ſeem to think, that our gover- 
nors ſhould endeavour to alter what is 
amiſs, and to reduce the whole to the 
ſtandard of ſcripture; and that it is high 
time for them to attend to, and redreſs 

thoſe hardſhips and grievances, which 

honeſt and conſcientious men complain 

r, and. att ++ -- 
Theſe concluſions are certainly juſt. 
They are founded on chriſtian and pro- 
teſtant principles. Prejudices, careleſſ- 
neſs, negligence and indifference, with 
regard to matters of religion, are highly 
criminal; and a blind and ſervile attach- 
ment to abſurd opinions and forms is ut- 
terly indefenſible. Such a conduct can-

not be conſiſtently vindicated, or recon- 


ciled to thoſe fundamental principles and 
maxims, on which Chriſtianity was at firſt 


pr opagated, in the wor Id, and on which 


the reformation from Popery in the lat- 
ter ages of the Church was entirely built. 

For the honour of God, and the credit 
of the goſpel, perſons of wiſdom and in- 
tegrity ſhould, guard againſt every wrong 


bias, and lay aſide all narrow views and 


contracted deſigns. They ſhould firmly 
unite in the cauſe of truth and liberty, 
and ſhould ſincerely endeayour to bring 


about a reformation of all corruptions 


and abuſes in doctrine, worſhip, and diſ- 
Every thing in the Chriſtian Church 


ſhould: be tried by the ſcriptures, and 


ſettled according to the determinations of 
Chriſt, and the declarations of his apoſ- 
tles. Theſe are the rule of our faith, wor- 


hip, and practice. To theſe chriſtians 


ought always to. appeal; and they ſhould 


be entirely guided and directed by them 


in the affairs of religion and ſalvation.

voured to render the ſocial offices of de- 
votion, a rational, pleafing, and uſeful 
ſervice. 

The Book of Pſalms contains a great 


variety of ſublime and animated compoſi- 
tions on devotional ſubjects. They were 
all, no doubt, exceedingly fuitable to the 


particular occaſions for which they were 
provided, and admirably adapted, in ge 
neral, to the genius and circumſtances of 


the people, and the times. They were 


principally intended for the uſe of the 
temple at Jeruſalem. But as there are 
in them ſo many alluſions to particular 


occaſions, and moſt of them are inter- 
mixed with references to cuſtoms, rites, 
and ceremonies, peculiar to the Jews, it 


ſeems to be evident, that they never were 
deſigned for the uſe of any other nation 
or people, in their acts of devotion. 
Chriſtians, by an indiſcriminate uſe of 


them, in which they mult perſonate Jews, 


and adopt a language conſonant to their 
laws, inſtitutions, and manners, are in no 
ſmall danger of forgetting the nature, and 


diſregarding the ſimplicity of goſpel wor- 


ſhip. This practice is here laid aſide, as 
it appears to be highly abſurd and unrea- 
B 3 ſonable. 
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ſonable. However, they are not wholly 


omitted. Such as are more ſublime, and 


fitted for general uſe, are ſelected; and 


thoſe parts only, which are excellent at all 


times, and adapted for all ages, countries, 


and communities, are retained; as theyare 


calculated to inſpire mankind with religi- 


ous ſentiments, pious affections, and good 
_ diſpoſitions. 


In uſing the following ſervices, the 
pſalms and anthems of adoration and 


praiſe, and the ſelect pſalms and anthems, 


may be either jointly recited by the mini- 


ſter and people, or read by the miniſter 


alone. The doxologies, the general con- 


feſſions, and the Lord's prayer, may alſo 
- Bs jointly recited by the miniſter and 


people, or read by the miniſter alone. 
The author is of opinion, that the joint 
recitation of the pſalms, &c. may help to 


fix the attention, and excite the devotion 
of an audience. However, he does not 
think it to be eſſentially neceſſary to adopt 


this practice in conducting public wor- 


ſhip. He begs leave to obfer ve, that, with 


regard to matters of a doubtful nature, 
we ſhould learn to make favourable and 
candid allowances for the particular pre- 


judices 
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judices and attachments of one another ; 


and to accommodate ourſelves, as much 
as we poſſibly can, to the different ſenti- 
ments people may entertain reſpecting 
ſuch ſubjects, in conſequence of their 


different educations and habits. Chriſtian 


ſocieties ſhould be left at liberty to judge 


and determine for themſelves, concern- 
ing the mode, which ſhall appear to them 


to be beſt adapted to promote their ſpiri- 
tual edification and improvement in piety. 
The compiler of this work has bor- 


rowed largely from the Holy Scriptures, 


and The Book of Common Prayer. He has 
alſo received conſiderable aſſiſtance from 
T he Book of Common Prayer reformed, ac- 
cording to the plan of the late Dr. Samuel 
Clarke, uſed by the reverend, learned, and 
excellent Mr. Lindſey; from A Liturgy 
on the Principles of the Chriſtian Religion, 


Forms of Prayer for Public Worſhip, Bap- 


tim, Sr. Some things are taken from 
The Chriſtian Common Prayer Book, and 


other authors. Several alterations and 
improvements have been alſo made, in * 
conſequence of ſome remarks, which were 
communicated by a few learned and judi- 


cious friends, who had read theſe papers. 
This 
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This Liturgy i is now fabiniched to pub- 
lic examination. The author hopes the 
candid reader will find, that it is calcu- 
lated to facilitate the noble and uſeful 


deſign of carrying on, and accompliſhing 
a further reformation in our worſhip and 


diſcipline, and of promoting peace on 


earth, and. eſtabliſhing good. will among 


men, and union 1n the Chriſtian church, 


on a firm, ſolid, and ere foun- 


atom: 

He has not the vanity to 1 that this 
pertpaaneg“ is a perfect work; but if it 
ſhould be found to be drawn up on a 


more enlarged and liberal plan, and to 


contain fewer faults than moſt publica- 
tions of the kind that have hitherto ap- 
peared, it is hoped the public will give 
it a favourable and candid reception, and 
will kindly excuſe its defects, on account 


of the general deſign and tendency of it. 
Ihe following work is humbly offered 
to the public, as a ſpecimen of an Uni- 
verſal Liturgy, fitted for the uſe of all 
denominations of Chriſtians, who em- 
brace the principles of natural religion, 


and receive the ſcriptures of the Old and 


New Teſtaments, as a revelation of the

mind and will of God, and the rule of 


their faith and practice. 
It is more particularly publiſhed with 
a view to point out to the Chriſtian world 
the improvements that may be eaſily made 


in our eſtabliſhed mode of worſhip. . The 
author- is perſuaded, that- rational and 


unexceptionable offices of devotion on 
Chriſtian principles, and according to the 
plan of the Book of Common Prayer, may 
contribute greatly to ſoften men's preju- 
dices againſt, and reconcile them to, all 


neceſſary alterations and i improvements in 


our national forms; and, by meeting with 
the correction, approbation, and encou- 
ragement of the pious, candid, and judi- 
cious, that they may gradually pave the 


way for removing every thing that 1s er- 
roneous in the Church of England, and 


for reſtoring her whole ſervice to the ori- 
ginal beauty, purity, and ſimplicity of the 
goſpel of Chriſt. This work, it is pre- 
ſumed, may prove of ſome ſervice, if ever 


the Legiſlature ſhould' think proper to 


ratify the reaſonable wiſhes and earneſt

carrying on a further reformation in the 
liturgy and conſtitution of the Church 
eſtabliſhed and endowed by law. 


Many, no doubt, will be ready to ridi· 


cule all ſchemes of this nature, and to 
treat them as the projects and dreams of 
idle and viſionary men. The intereſted 
and the crafty, who are well acquainted 
with the world, whoknow. how to impoſe 


on the ignorance and credulity of man- 


kind, and have nothing in view "ay ſelfiſh 
ends and finiſter deſigns, will do every 
thing in their power, by art and manage- 
ment, fraud and force, to check and coun- 


teract Them , and to render them unſucceſs- 
ful. No perſon, who forms a juſt eſti - 
mate of the principles and manners of 
the times, will, it is believed, be very for- 


ward to entertain ſanguine hopes of Hip 
any conſiderable national reformation car- 
ried on, either in civil or religious con- 
cerns. However, we are very ignorant 
and ſhort- ſighted creatures, and can pry 
but a little way into futurity. The Di- 
vine Being is omniſcient, and ſeeth all 


things paſt, preſent, and to come, at one 


Clear and certain view; and all the affairs 
of the univerſe are ander his immediate 
direction 
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e. X1 
direction and management, and perpetu- 
ally ſubject to his controul. 

The conſideration that a benevolent 
God reigneth, and diſpoſeth all things 
for the beſt, has a tendency to diſpel all 
gloomy fears and anxious doubts, and to 
fill the human mind with pleaſing hopes, 
even when our well- meant attempts to 
promote the cauſe of truth, virtue, and 
liberty, are not attended with preſent ſuc- 
ceſs. Our little plans may, perhaps, be 
uſeful hereafter, though men ſhould now 
be ſunk into ſuch a ſtate of corruption 
and degeneracy, as to neglect and diſre- 
gard them. In future ages, in foreign 
climes and diſtant realms, they may poſ- 
On be ſeriouſly attended to, and proper- 
ly improved and perfected. The genius 
of freedom and integrity will, one time 


or other, it is hoped, ſmile on the civil 
and moral world, and obtain a complete 


triumph over political errors and * 
tyranny. 

A new verſion of the Bible is much 
wanted; as that which is now in uſe is, 
in many inſtances, erroneous and-imper- 
tet. If there was a more correct tranſ- 
lation of the Scriptures undertaken, and 

recom- 


n 


recommended by authority, there can be 
no room to doubt, but that ſuch a work 
would be productive of much good. The 
preſent barbarous diviſions into chapters 
and verſes ſhould be either totally laid 
aſide, or elſe rectified, by proper ſections, 
judiciouſly made, according to the ſcope 
and connection. The ſacred writings 
would then be peruſed by the bulk of 
mankind, with additional; pleaſure and 
profit, in private and in public. This 
would contribute greatly to render them 
more extenſively intelligible, inſtructive, 
and uſeful ; and a few ſhort explanatory 
notes, extracted from the writings of our 
beſt commentators and divines, would 
likewiſe help to illuſtrate their real mean- 
ing and deſign, and would anſwer many 
valuable and important purpoſes.
